Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water : 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  qualitv 
except  Jackson  Edge  and  Dane  Bank  to  Higher  Disley. 
This  will  be  improved  when  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Waterworks  Scheme  is  completed. 

Public  water  supply  has  been  laid  on  to  all  new  houses. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage : 

There  is  good  provision  throughout  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  a few  isolated  places. 
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Rivers  and  Streams : 

Pollution  is  controlled  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Com- 
mittee and  by  the  Rivers  Inspector  of  the  Cheshire 
County  Council. 

Closet  Accommodation  : 

38  conversions  were  made  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

209  conversions  have  been  made  during  the  last  seven  years. 

There  are  871  Water  closets  and  72  Privies  and  Pail  closets 
in  the  district. 

Scavenging  is  Satisfactory. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

62  inspections  were  made  of  houses,  slaughter-houses  and 
bakehouses. 

136  inspections  were  made  of  dairies,  cowsheds,  piggeries 
and  milkshops.

67  inspections  were  made  of  tents  and  temporary  buildings. 

174  informal  notices  were  served  and  all  complied  with.

Milk  Supply  : 

115  inspections  were  made  of  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk- 
shops.  16  notices  were  served  and  all  complied. 

Meat  and  other  Foods : 

Meat  was  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  at  places  of 
slaughter  and  at  the  shops. 

One  carcase  of  beef  was  found  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  was  destroyed. 

One  cowshed  was  reconstructed  in  accordance  with  the 
County  standards.
